NATURE OF INCIDENT: 


Deputy Shirley was off duty, driving in his personal vehicle, an Acura Integra, south on the 
Interstate 5 Freeway in the Silverlake area of Los Angeles. His attention was drawn to the 
suspect vehicle, that was traveling south, behind him. The suspect vehicle passed him at 
a high rate of speed, straddling the #1 and #2 lanes of traffic. The suspect vehicle forced 
Deputy Shirley to swerve toward the center divider in order to avoid a collision. 


Deputy Shirley saw that the vehicle appeared to be a law enforcement type, unmarked 
vehicle. He followed the suspect vehicle while contacting the Compton Station Desk to 
have them run the license plate number to see if the vehicle belonged to a police agency, 
or if it was privately owned. The vehicle returned as being privately owned and he saw 
the suspect continue to drive erratically. 


IAB Note: See Exhibit “B,” photographs of suspect vehicle and Deputy 
Shirley's vehicle. 


Deputy Shirley contacted the California Highway Patrol via cell phone (911) to report a 
possible reckless, driving under the influence vehicle. He continued to follow the 
suspect. The suspect traveled several miles, still driving erratically and then exited the 
Interstate 10 Freeway at Mateo Street in Los Angeles. 


Deputy Shirley also exited on Mateo Street. When he turned south on Mateo Street he 
was confronted by the suspect driving north in the southbound lanes, directly at his 
vehicle. The suspect swerved at the last minute and positioned his vehicle so that the 
driver's window was adjacent to the driver's window of Deputy Shirley's vehicle. Due to 
Suspect Sultan's previous actions of driving erratically and attempting to assault him with 
his vehicle, Deputy Shirley feared the suspect was retrieving a firearm. Deputy Shirley 
fired eight rounds at the suspect, through his own closed driver's side vehicle window. 


The suspect drove away at a high rate of speed as Deputy Shirley followed. The suspect 
was eventually located by officers from the Los Angeles Police Department. They 
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conducted a traffic stop and took the suspect into custody at 41° Street and Alameda 
Avenue. 


Suspect Sultan sustained a gunshot wound to his left shoulder and bullet fragments in his 
chin and left eye. He was transported Los Angeles County Medical Center where he 
was treated and released. He was not booked on any open charges, pending further 
investigation. 


No suspect weapon was recovered. However, eight expended 9mm shell casings and 
four bullet fragments were recovered at the scene.

Deputy Steven Shirley, ЖаШ 


Deputy Shirley was interviewed on April 22, 2014, at 1034 hours by Internal Affairs 
Bureau Sergeants Brenda Parker and Victor Allen. The interview was audio recorded. 
He was interviewed by Homicide Investigators Detective Phil Guzman and Detective 
Kathy Gallagher on June 22, 2011. The interview was audio recorded. 


Deputy Shirley said that on the morning of June 22, 2011, he left his house, went to a local 
gas station to get a cup of coffee and started driving southbound on the 5 Freeway. As 
he was driving, he looked in his rearview mirror and saw what he recognized to be Crown 
Victoria headlights in the number three and four lanes a little ways behind him. When he 
looked up again, he saw the headlights “barreling” down on him, and it appeared that the 
car was going to slam into him. He swerved and almost hit the K rail to avoid being 
struck by vehicle. The driver of the Crown Victoria (suspect vehicle) drove past his car, 
at a high rate of speed and into the number one lane. Deputy Shirley said he moved onto 
the shoulder of the freeway and could hear the debris “kicking up” after the suspect 
vehicle passed him. He said if he would not have swerved, the suspect vehicle would 
have slammed into the back of his vehicle. 


Deputy Shirley said when the suspect vehicle passed him, his initial thoughts were the 
driver of the vehicle must be a detective on his way to work who was looking down, texting 
or talking on the phone. He thought that maybe the detective was speeding and not 
paying attention when he (suspect) swerved in front of him. After the vehicle passed by, 
Deputy Shirley got back into the number one lane and accelerated to catch up to the 
suspect vehicle. He said because the vehicle had slowed down he was able to catch up 
and pull alongside of it. He was able to see that the suspect vehicle was a black Crown 
Victoria, with push bars, spotlights, and dark tinted windows. He said he thought the 
driver of the vehicle was a police officer, and he was waiting for the driver to give him 
some kind of signal, such as to show him some red lights or some type of 
acknowledgement that he was a police officer. Deputy Shirley said he was expecting an 
apology for being run off the freeway. He said he drove next to the vehicle for 
approximately two seconds, and the vehicle accelerated and sped away, down the 
freeway. 
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Deputy Shirley said after the vehicle sped away, something did not seem right about the 
driver taking off in that manner. He got the vehicles license plate number and called the 
Compton Station Watch Deputy. He said he asked the watch deputy to run the vehicle's 
plate to see if the vehicle belonged to a citizen or to a police department. 


IAB Note: See Exhibit "C," CD containing Deputy Shirley's call to the 
Compton station Watch deputy. 


When asked if it makes a difference in his mind if the driver of the vehicle was a citizen or 
police officer Deputy Shirley said maybe. He stated, “If it was a police officer, I'm 
thinking he would have been going to work and was late or was talking on the phone, or 
texting or something like that, and that would have accounted for strictly the bad driving. 
But if it was a citizen, it would be drunk driving, fleeing the scene or something to that 
effect.” 


IAB Note: For more details on Deputy Shirley's thoughts about the driver 
of the vehicle, see pages 11 and 12 of Deputy Shirley's IAB Transcript. 


Deputy Shirley said when he found out that a citizen was driving the vehicle he called 911. 
He said he told CHP that the vehicle had run him off the road and he believed a drunk 
driver was driving the vehicle. 


IAB Note: When asked if his actions would have been the same if he 
found out the vehicle was a police car, Deputy Shirley replied "No." He said 
he would not have thought that a police officer would be drunk or running 
people off the road. 


Deputy Shirley said as he spoke with CHP on the phone, he kept a large distance 
between his vehicle and the suspect vehicle. He said it was his decision to keep 
following the suspect vehicle after reporting it to the CHP because the suspect had run 
him off the road and he was afraid that the suspect might hit somebody else and cause a 
serious accident. Deputy Shirley said he stayed behind the vehicle and updated the 
CHP regarding the suspect's speed, vehicle description, and actions while driving. 


IAB Note: See Exhibit "D," CD containing Deputy Shirley's initial 911call. 


Deputy Shirley said when they arrived at the Main Street exit of the 5 Freeway, the 
suspect vehicle pulled to the right on the off ramp, drove down midway, and abruptly 
stopped. Deputy Shirley said he was about ten to twelve car lengths behind the suspect 
vehicle. He stopped on the freeway and pulled to the shoulder of the road. The suspect 
got out of his vehicle with clenched fists, holding his arms out to his sides, and started 
walking back towards him. Deputy Shirley said he does not recall if anything was in the 
suspect's hands. Deputy Shirley said he did not want to get close to the suspect 
because he did not know what his frame of mind was. Deputy Shirley put his car in 
reverse and backed up on the shoulder of the freeway about five car lengths. Deputy 
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Shirley said he did not want to get involved in any confrontation. He said the suspect 
made an angry gesture like he was frustrated that he (Deputy Shirley) was backing up. 
Deputy Shirley said he did not drive away because he wanted to keep the suspect in 
eyesight until the police arrived to stop him and determine if anything was going on. 


The suspect returned to his vehicle. He drove across the gore point of the freeway off 
ramp, and back onto the Interstate 5 Freeway. Deputy Shirley said he continued to 
follow the suspect at a distance of approximately 50 to 60 yards, letting CHP know what 
the suspect was doing. He said the suspect had driven over to the number one and two 
lanes, moving back and forth. Deputy Shirley remained in the number three lane. The 
suspect took the 10 Freeway west, and exited at the Mateo Street off ramp. He said 
when the suspect got to the bottom of the off ramp, he did not hit his brakes; he “blew” 
through the stop sign and made a left turn on Mateo Street. Deputy Shirley said he 
continued to follow the suspect off of the off ramp. 


Deputy Shirley said as he drove down the off ramp, the suspect was out of his eyesight. 
He said he slowly came down to the bottom of the off ramp leaning forward looking for the 
suspect vehicle. Although it was dark, he was able to see that the suspect had already 
passed underneath the freeway overpass, on the other side of the 10 Freeway. Deputy 
Shirley said he made a left turn to proceed southbound on Mateo to follow the suspect 
vehicle. Deputy Shirley had not yet driven under the freeway overpass when he saw the 
suspect make a U-turn and start driving northbound in the southbound lane. Deputy 
Shirley stopped his vehicle, and the suspect vehicle drove straight toward him in his lane. 
Believing the suspect was getting ready to assault him with the suspect vehicle, Deputy 
Shirley put his vehicle in reverse and backed up approximately twenty yards. He slowed 
down fearing that he would hit a parked vehicle, but his car continued to roll slowly 
backward. At the last second, the suspect vehicle veered to the left of him. The 
suspect's driver's side door and Deputy Shirley's driver's side door were inches apart. 
The suspect began to roll his window down. Deputy Shirley said he could see the 
suspect's breast line and up, but does not remember seeing his face. 


Deputy Shirley said as the suspect vehicle's driver's side window was going down, he 
could see the silhouette of the suspect. Не thought the suspect had a gun. He said he 
went from believing the suspect was going to assault him with his vehicle to believing the 
suspect was going to shoot him. Deputy Shirley said the culmination of the suspect 
driving recklessly, getting out of the car to confront him on the freeway, and approaching 
his vehicle in a reckless manner led him to believe the suspect had a gun and was going 
to shoot him. 


Deputy Shirley said he pointed his weapon and shot the suspect in fear that the suspect 
was going to shoothim. He said he did not want to get shot because he turned away, so 
he fired his gun through his closed driver's side window from approximately two feet away 
from the suspect. He said he fired five to seven rounds as his vehicle rolled past the 
suspect vehicle. He said his car was rolling, but he watched his target. His shooting 
back drop was a concrete wall and he did not see any cars or people in his back drop. 
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Deputy Shirley said after the shooting, the suspect vehicle kept driving northbound on 
Mateo Street. 


Deputy Shirley said he picked up his phone and told CHP that he had been involved in a 
shooting. He said he did a tactical reload, put his gun on safe, then made a U-turn and 
started following the suspect again.

Deputy Shirley said he followed the suspect because he had been involved in a shooting 
and he needed to keep the suspect in sight so he could keep CHP apprised of the 
suspect's location. Deputy Shirley was not sure if the suspect had shot at him or not. 
He said physically and mentally he felt like he was able to follow the suspect until CHP 
arrived and felt the need to follow the suspect because he had been involved in a 
shooting. Deputy Shirley followed the suspect until he was apprehended by LAPD. 


SUSPECT STATEMENT 


Suspect Sultan was interviewed by Homicide Investigators Phil Guzman and Kathy 
Gallagher on June 22, 2011 at 1338 hours. The interview was audio recorded. 


Suspect Sultan said he left his house in ШИ at 4:05 a.m. on the morning of 
June 22, 2011. He was on his way to work at [ in the city of NN. He said 
he was driving southbound on the 5 Freeway, and was a little bit late for work. He was 
driving in the fast lane (Number one) and came up on “ће slow car." He said he drove in 
the number two lane and proceeded around the car and continued driving in the number 
one lane. He stated that the person in the car he passed (Deputy Shirley's vehicle) 
started flashing the high beams at him. He figured that the person was upset because 
he (Sultan) passed the car.

Suspect Sultan said he paid the person in the car no mind and kept going. He could see 
the headlights of the vehicle he had just passed getting further and further behind him. 
He continued to drive. When he got somewhere between 2 and 110 Freeways in 
Glendale, Suspect Sultan saw the car that he had passed coming up from behind really 
fast. He said there were not that many cars on the freeway at that time of the morning. 
He said the car "came right up on him," so he sped away to get try to get away from the 
car. The car sped up as well and continued to follow him. 


Suspect Sultan said he pulled over on the Freeway shoulder near the first exit of the 10 


Freeway. He said he stopped on the shoulder in the middle of the lane and got out of his 
car. He said he waved his hands at the other vehicle to find out what was going on. He 
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could not see who was in the vehicle because the саг lights were in his face. Suspect 
Sultan said he got back in his car and sped away. He tried to swerve in between a 
couple of other cars in order to lose the vehicle that was following him, but the driver kept 
right up with him. 


Suspect Sultan said he stayed in the number four lane because his exit was coming up. 
He exited the 10 Freeway on Mateo Street. He said he stopped at the stop sign at the 
bottom of the ramp and made a left turn. When he looked in his rear view mirror, he saw 
that the vehicle was getting off of the freeway on Mateo Street also, and turning 
southbound in the same direction that he was going. Suspect Sultan said he drove down 
to Enterprise Street and made a U-turn so he could get next to the car and ask the driver 
of the vehicle to leave him alone and ask "What the hell is going on.” After Suspect 
Sultan made the U -turn, he was traveling southbound and the other car was traveling 
northbound. He said he drove his car to the left of the Acura to tell the driver to leave him 
the hell alone.

He said the person in the Acura did not give him a chance to roll his window down or ask 
him anything because he just started shooting. Suspect Sultan said he heard four shots, 
and by the time reality kicked in, he “took off’ northbound on Mateo Street. 


Suspect Sultan said as he drove northbound on Mateo Street, he called 911. He told the 
operator he had been shot. He looked in his rearview mirror and saw that the Acura had 
turned around and was coming behind him again. He said he was disoriented because 
his eye was bleeding, and he did not know where he was. He drove around for several 
minutes trying to get away from the Acura, who was pursuing him as he talked to the 911 
operator.

While Suspect Sultan was talking to the 911 operator, he learned that the person who 
was pursuing him in the Acura was a deputy sheriff. He questioned why the deputy had 
shot him. Suspect Sultan was taken into custody by LADP and transported the Los 
Angeles County Medical Center by paramedics, where he was treated for his injuries. 
SUSPECT INJURIES: 


Suspect Sultan sustained a gunshot wound in his right arm, a bullet fragment in his chin 
and shrapnel in his left eye, creating three small holes on the iris.
